JHE COURT OF APPEALS 
DECIDES 

THE ACT CREATING BECKHAM 
COUNTY VIOLATES THE 
CONSTITUTION. 



The legv«U*ivc act 
county of Beckham 
by the Court of Appei 
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hundred square miles, their popu- 
lation to lees than 1*2,000 and the 
line wi'hin ten miles of an old 
county seaV. 

The decision wan given by the 
court in agreed cases ot Carter 
county against Zimmerman and 
Brooks, here on appeal from the 
Carter Circuil Court, and it is a re- 
versal of that court, which sus- 
tained a demurrer and refused to 
allow the county of Carter .to be 
heard in the matter. The court 
here says this was error and re- 
mauds the cases for further pro 
ceedings. 

The lower court practically ad- 
mitted all the allegations of the 
petition as to the territory involv- 
ed, but took the ground that the 
judicial department of the State 
l&overnment could not go behind 
the bill creating the new county 
proponed and inquire into the 
EMM upon which the General As- 
sembly acted. The court, in pass- 
ing upon that question, says that 
the provisions of the Constitution 
are as binding upon the General 
Assembly as upon an individual, 
and as mandatory, and that it is 
proper for the courts to inquire 
into findings by the Legislature, 
and it has authority to ascertain 
whether the provisions of the Con- 
stitution as to area, population and 
location of lines are followed by 
the General Assembly in the forma- 
tion of a new county, 
r Zimmerman's allegations. 

The allegations of the petition 
of Zimmerman were that the coun- 
ty of Beckham was created out of 
parts of the counties of Carter, El- 
liott and Lewis: that the part 
taken from Carter county leaves it 
with only about 250 square miles 
that the county line between Beck 
ham and Carter counties runs with 
in 'ess than two miles of the eoun 
ty seat of Carter county ; that El 
liott county, before any territory 
was taken from it, had lees than 



400 square miles, and was by the 

act reduced to far less than that; 
that the area of Carter county was 
354 square miles, the area of Lew"- 
is county 454 square miles, and 
Elliott county 274 square miles; 
that the new county line runs with- 
in six mileR of Grayson, the county 
seat of Carter, and within seven 
miies oi Vauee'uurg, in.- Bounty 
seat of Lewis county; that the 
trea of Beckham county does not 
exceed 286 square miles ; that Lew- 
is county is reduced to 300 miles, 
Elliott to 284 miles; that the popu 
lation of Beckham county is less 
than 12,000, and that its estab- 
lishment reduces Carter and Elliott 
to less than 12,000 each. 

In discussing the case, the court 
here, in brief, says: 

We ehall proceed to settle the 
case on its merits, as it is of grave 
importance to all the parties con- 
cerned to have the validity of the 
act settled before liabilities are in- 
curred for county buildings, and 
other steps taken in the organiza- 
tion of the new county. It is in- 
sisted for appellants that the 
boundary of the county, as given 
in the act, will not close and in 
fact takes in part of the State of 
Ohio. But taking the act as a 
whole, there seems to be enough in 
it to show what was meant; for 
the third section gives minutely 
the boundary of each of the five 
magisterial districts by natural 
objects, and by putting these dip 
tricts together the mistake in the 
call of one of the lines, if there is 
one, can be readily discovered and 
corrected. The act must be treat- 
ed like a patent, and will not be 
rejected as void because of a mis- 
take in one of the calls if from the 
whole act what was meant can be 
reasonably determined. The rule 
is that the court will inspect the 
whole act, and if the actual inten- 
tion of the Legislature can be thus 
ascertained, the false description 
will be rejected or words substitut- 
ed in the place of these used by 
mistake, so as to give effect to the 
law. It is not presumed that the 
Legislature intended to include in 
the county a part of the State of 
Ohio. 

CONSTITUTIONAL OBJECTION. 

The constitutional objection to 
the act is more serious. It is earn- 
estly maintained for appellee that 

to area and population or location 
of the county line are for the 
guidance of the legislators, and 
that when the Legislature has act- 
ed it Is incompetent for the courts 
to inquire into the correctness of 



the legislative Bindings. * * * * 
The court must have judicial 
knowledge of the counties of the 
State and their boundaries, as fixed 
by the Statutes, of the public eur 
veys made by the State and pub- 
lished by its authority. These are 
matters of common knowledge 
within the State, and if the 
does not remember the facts it will 
resort to the books to refresh its 
memory. In this way we know 
approximately the area or the 
counties of the State, and know 
that Carter county had by the 
geological survey an area of 541 
square miles, Elliott county 270, 
Lewis county 450; total 1,264, as 
given in the official report of the 
Bureau of Agriculture, so that 
Carter county can properly con- 
tribute only 144 square miles to 
the formation of a new county, El- 
liott nothing, and Lewis only fifty 
square miles. We must therefore, 
take judicial notice that only 194 
square miles can on this basis be 
cut from these counties without in- 
fringing the mandate of the Con- 
stitution. We know that since the 
geological survey was made of 
Carter county part of it has been 
cut off to other oounties. The 
State Board of Equalization re- 
ports show that the land assessed 
taxation in the three counties 
referred to is as follows : Carter, 
210,686 acres; Elliott, 141,982, 
and Lewis, 309,503. It thus ap 
pears that Carter county is now, 
in fact, not as large as Lewis, and

niles. As shown by these figures, 
he actual area of both Carter and 
Elliott must be less than 100 
square miles, and we must, there- 
fore, presume that no part of the 
territory of either of these counties 
can be cut off to form a new coun 
ty without a violation of the Con 
stitution. 

By the terms of the Constitution 
the following conditions must be 
complied with befoie a new county! 
lay be formed: No county from 
Inch any part of the territory is 
taken must be reduced to less than 
400 square miles ; the new county 
must be of not less than 400 square 
miles; the boundary line of the 
new county must not pass within 
less than ten miles of the county 
seat of any county from which a 
portion ot its territory is taken j no 
unty from which any part of its 
territory is taken shall be reduced 
to less than 12,000 inhabitants, the 
county must contain not less 
i 12,000 inhabitants. If any 
of these conditions are wanting 
the act is in violation of the Con- 
stitution and yoid. The Circuit 
Court erred in refusing to allow 
the petition of Carter county to be 
filed. He also erred in sustaining 
the demurrer to plaintiff's peti- 
tion. Judgment reversed and 
ause remanded for further pro 
ceedings not inconsistent with this 
opinion.

And Tbat Republican Convention 
—Takes the Floor. 

That indefatigable Republican 
chieftain, ex Congressman John D. 
White, writes the Courier-Journal 
requesting that it publish the 
amendments which he offered to the 
State platform and which he com- 
plains the Republican organs, 
though their editors were elected 
to report faithfully the proceedings 
of the convention, have refused to 
publish. 

These amendments, which Mr. 
White says were, -after a sad faux 
pas, unauiniously adopted," were 
as follows : 

•First— We sympathize with all 
wise and legitimate efforts to lessen 
and prevent the evils of intemper- 
ance and promote molality. 

Second — We demand that laws 
be passed and rigidly enfoiced, ex- 
cluding from entrance to the United 
States those who cannot read or 
write, or who are criminals, paup- 
ers, or dangerously diseased. 

"Third — We declare our unqual. 
fled condemnation of the barbarous 
practice, North and South, or else- 
where, known as lynching or assas- 
sinating human beings, suspected 
charged with crime, without due 
process of law." 

Having made his request for the 
publication of these amendments, 
in order that the public may be 
ble to form a just opinion as to 
rnether the criticisms of his course 
were fair. Mr. White adds: 

In reply to your charge that 'the 
tfoini adopted by an office-hold- 
ing convention was, appropriately 
enough, mainly a eulogy, or an ad- 
ulation, rather, of the chief dis- 
penser of patronage,' allow me to 
say that I feel sure that the Re- 
publican parly throughout the State 
of Kentucky is determined to draw 
the line on the governing authority 
of the party,' so as to have the 
mem hers of the precinct, county, 
district and State committees or 
'governing authority' of the party, 
composed of free men, selected by 
the Republican voters themselves 
rather than by 'a chief dispenser of 
Federal patronage,' whether located 
under the shadow ot the White 
House in Washington or occupying 
some subservient Federal position 
within the State of Kentucky." 

Properly enough, Mr. While 
seems to recognize the fact that 
somethieg more than his feeling is 
requisite to convince anybody that 
the Republican party of Kentucky 
contemplates any such reform ; so 
he oitoi as an earnest of such a pur- 
pose the report that Collector Craft 
has demanded that three of his 
subordinates must resign from the 
local committee of fifteen office- 
holders. Mr. White must be an 
unusually sanguine man if he ex- 
pects such a reformation to proceed 
from the removal of three office- 
holders from one local committee, 
after the work of constituting and 
running the convention in the in 
terest of the officeholders has been 
done. 

Having made known his feeling 
and ottered the meager evidence in 
Confirmation of it.

There are two Of thn-r 
plans which are reroinniended 
says the New York Tribune. 

First — Take coppera*, two 
ounces; saltpetre, one ounce; 
common salt, six ounces; black ox 

i/.e these ingredients and mix will; 
: !,, m ; bi pounds or good welding 
sand. 

Second — Another welding mate 
rial is composed of borax and me 
tallie tilings of (he same nature as 
the metal to be welded, mixed with 
the fused borax, and in proportion 
substantially asset forth aud then 
rolled out in sheets to the thick 
ness desired. 

Third — Prepare a mixture of 3.'^ 
parts of soda phosphate, 124 parts 
of borarie acid. Apply the powder 
when the metal isat dull red heat, 
it is then brought to a cherry red 
and at once hammered. Ab the 
metal is apt to soften when ex 
posed to a high degree of heat, a 
wooden hammer is recommended 
Remove all carbonaceous mattei 
from the surface to be joined, ai

In London the other day the war 
rant under which John Hunyan, an 
thor of the "Pilgrim's Progress," 
was committed to Bedford jail was 
sold at auction for 11,511. It i 
signed by thirteen justices of tli 
peace, six baronets and sevei 
squires. It charges that Bunyan 
had been teaching and preaching 
otherwise than "according to the 
liturgee and practice of the Churcl 
of England."

YEAR WITHOUT SOMMER. 

Ice In Low Latitudes tn June, July 
and August of 1816. 
While every one 1b speaking of 
the past season as being remark 
able in its characteristics, I have 
gathered for your readers some 
reliable facts of the year 1816, 
known as "the year without a 
summer," says a writer in the Bos 
ton Globe. Few persons now liv- 
ing cah recollect it, but it was the 
coldest ever known through Eu- 
rope and America. The following 
is a brief abstract of the weather 
during each month of the year: 

January was mild, so much so 
as to render fires almost needless 
in parlors. December previous 
was very cold. 

February was not very cold; 
with the exception of a few dayB it 
was mild like its predecessor. 

March was cold and boisterous 
during the first part of it; the re- 
mainder was mild. A great fresh- 
et on the Ohio and Kentucky riv- 
rs caused a great loss of prop 
■ rty. 

April began warm, but grew 
older as the month advanced, 
and ended with snow and ice and 
a temperature more like winter 
than spring. 

May was more remarkable for 
frowns than smiles. Buds and 
fruits were frozen; ice formed 
half an inch thick; corn killed, and 
fields again and again replanted 
until deemed too late. 

June was the coldest ever known 
in this latitude. Frost, ice and 
mon. Almost every 
illed. Fruit nearly 
all destroyed. Snow fell to the 
depth of ten inches in Vermont, 
several in Maine, three in the in- 
terior of New York and also in 
Massachusetts.
